the immortal Mr. Jorrocks at Hand- 
ley Cross, The leading part, that of 
the illustrious M. F. H., Mr. J., was 
taken by Tom Newman, who receiv- 
ed a splended presentation from the 
Duke’s followers upon his resigna- 
tion from twenty odd years as the 
Beaufort huntsman at Badminton. 
“Mr, Jorrock’s Hounds’ were the 
Cotswold, (this is a different pack 
from the North Cotswold imported 
last spring for the duration of the 
war by Simp Dean, M. F. H. of Vic- 
mead and Mason Houghland, M. F.

worm in dogs is blasting its way 
northward with the result that whole 
packs of hounds are being destroy- 
ed, hunters are passing out on top 
of their owners, race horses like 
“Sonny” Whitney’s Flying Cross are 
falling dead of heart failure while 
exercising, chasers are galloping 
like blazes for say a mile and then 
stopping. All these facts give much 
support to the theory of such able 
trainers as Morris Dixon that the 
physical defect in such horses is 
their heart. Yet when we buy 4 
horse we have the vet go over its 
legs, its teeth, its wind—but how 
about its heart? To remedy this sit- 
uation the Veterinary Hospital of 
the University of Pennsylvania has 
a portable electric cardiograph, 
which makes examinations ‘in the 
field.’ The workings of this mach- 
ine were recently pictured in ‘Life.’ 

In spite of many convivial render- 
ings of “Drink, Puppy Drink,” we 
only recently learned that the auth- 
or was the famous sporting Whyte- 
Melville, whose pen has done so 
much to preserve the dashing days 
in the shires of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. This same gentleman inciden- 
tally wrote the words to _ Tosti’s 
“Goodbye.” My acquaintance’ with 
this song, while somewhat vague, is 
still severely lacrimonious; and I 
have the most profound respect for 
anyone who has contributed such a 
flushing for the tear ducts, and only 
trust the author was able to refresh 
himself after the last ““Goodbye” with 
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“Drink, Puppy Drink.” And remem- 
ber the next time you elevate your 
glass to throatily mutter ‘“‘D’ye Ken 
John Peel and His Coat so Gay?” 
you must remember that it was not 
“gay” but ‘“gray,’’-—a color carried 
out in another Fell country to this 
day by the Cumberland Hounds. The 
tune is from a _ porder' regiment 
march, and old boy Peel just hap- 
pened to have a friend with a poetic 
flare, Johnny not being a particul- 
arly famous huntsman. Incidentally 
like so many good hound men then 
and now, he did a lot of his hunting 
on Shank’s mare, and had one run 
for sixty miles in eleven hours,— 
which would be a two horse proposi- 
tion in this effete and streamlined 
age.

the Germans. Moreover the German 
have suffered great losses, both in 
machines and personnel. They have 
probably lost a large part of the best 
of their pilots and their losses have 
been out of all proportion to our 
own. Severe attacks will undoubted 
ly have to be met and it is not to be 
expected that we shall always hear 
of comparatively slight damage but 
what does seem to be the fact is 
that their pilots have never been as 
completely and thoroughly trained 
as our own—that recently they have 
been sending over men with only a 
few weeks’ training and that to-day 
at least, like the Italian fleet, in the 
whole they will not face up to direct 
attacks. The position in the air will 
have a very important influence 
upon the conelsion of the war and 
because, of the quality of our men 
and machines we are very confident 
in the part which our air force will 
play in this. 

We have at the head of the Gov- 
ernment a man of great personality, 
indomitable courage and strong de- 


termination. He has energy, imagin- 
ation and initiative and a yast know- 
ledge of strategy and warfare. The 
problem is not new to him for he 
foresaw it years ago and _ never 
failed to warn of its ultimate dan- 
ger. He is supported wholeheartedly

Stance of where German plans were 
defeated by our own individual act- 
ion—we have in this country a 
large, well-trained and experienced 
army which has seen modern war- 
fare and knows what it means. This 
army was never defeated and has its 
tail well up. Having met the enemy 
it is full of confidence. It is suppor- 
ted by the new army which has been 
enrolled and trained since the be- 
ginning of the war, added to which 
are Dominion and Colonial troops 
from overseas, Preparations to with- 
stand attack, by the varied means 
ingeniously developed by the Ger- 
mans and practised in other parts 
of Europe, have been actively push- 
ed forward and there is every reason 
to believe that these should prove 
fully adequate, particularly in com- 
bination with the other factors which 
I have related above. 


There is an abundance of food 
and commodities of every descript- 
ion, Rationing may appear stringent 
but from my own experience I have 
never once, from this point of view 
noticed any effects from the war. I 
cannot say either that prices have 
risen to any important extent. 


You will probably be anxious as 
to the effect of the new parachute 
warfare upon these islands, It igs dif- 
ficult to prejudge.

position in Britain really is. Our 
Managers abroad can assist in this 
if they are imbued with the spirit 
of determination and optimism which 
is wholly prevalent among the peo- 
ple of this country, who in conjun- 
ction with the rest of the Empire 
are now left to bear the major brunt 
of the war and pring it to a success- 
ful conclusion, It is for this reason 
that I have written to you fully, and 
I hope that this letter will be of as- 
sistance to you in filling a want 
which perhaps you may have felt in 
gauging the atmosphere over here 
and in understanding the outlook of 
the Nation,
